Rev. Raleigh Greene, died at his residence in Upson Co. Ga. 
Oct. 8th, 1857, in the 60th year of his life and the 40th of his min- 
istry. He professed religion when about 17 years of age. He en- 
tered the itinerancy, and travelled consecutively a few years, and 
then located, as perhaps too many have done, under what he deemed 
a justifiable necessity in view of his property interests ; and remained 
•in the relation of a local preacher for a series of years. In the man- 
agement of his worldly goods he was not prosperous. It seemed as 
if confusion and unproductiveness were inherent in all his worldly 
imaginings and eftorts ; and he was soon brought to fear that he had 
councelled too much with the world and the flesh in the reasonings 
which had lead him to locate. But in the mean time he had become 
so entangled in the meshes of this world’s complex illusions, as to 
hold him back for years from returning again to the more congenial 
and delightful work of an undivided ministry. At last, however, he 
•was re-admitted and once more found himself at home and happy. — 
And although as after troubles demonstrated, he was premature in 
^ return j his worldly business not being in as good a condition as 
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Ills sanguine hopes lead him to judge ; still for the last four years he 
has received regular appointments, and filled them with zeal and 
fidelity. And especially may this be said of him in regard to his 
labors on the Factory Mission at Columbus. It was work which 
suited him and he suited the work. No Missionary ever labored 
more indefatigably, and his success was in good proportion. 

But early in the spring of the year 1857, after having felt at diffe- 
rent times some premonitory symptoms of a kindred character, he 
was arrested with a neuralgic affection, sudden as lightning’s flash, 
leaving him for a while like a fixture in his tracks until helped to 
bed by friendly hands. The original attack took on three several 
phases, such as partial paralysis, complicated rheumatism and neu- 
ralgia, alternating with each other. He recovered far enough to bp 
carried home. Went home to get well, but never returned. His 
health continued bad but variable until a few days before his death, 
when the once well fortified springs of life yielded readily and rapidly 
to the invading influences of disease. 

Christian charity imputes no crime to the subject of this obituary, 
on account of the bad condition into which he brought his pecunia- 
ry interests and responsibilities. His misfortune was, that like many 
other good men, he had more credit than he had practical business 
talent, and therefore the apparent errors in his life, had their origin 
in his head and not in the sanctuary of his heart. The writer of this 
memoir can testify to the fact of such mournful grief in the bosom 
of the deceased , lest the Church might suffer by his undesigned er- 
rors in worldly plans, as to feel assured that his grief fed the worm 
that gnawed upon the nerve of life. During his labors on the Mis- 
sion his efforts demonstrated that he never felt as though he had done 
his duty because he had preached to the people of his direct charge. 
If there were others destitute, to whom he could preach by increasing 
his labor, he did so indefinitely. He was a preacher who went into 
the highways and into uninviting lanes of poverty and ignorance, call- 
ing all to come to Christ and under all his griefs and troubles seemed 
to be in rich communion with Grod. He died in full assurance that 
Christ was the Rock of his salvation. 

Rev. W. a. Edwards, has gone to his reward ! Done with the 
ills and labors of life, he is now resting with God. He died on the 
Clarkesville Circuit about the 20th of April, 1857, in the 25th year 
of his age, having been on trial in the Georgia Annual Conference 
the year previous. Notwithstanding the shortness of his ministerial 
life, such was his humility, his devotedness to his work and such his 
superior preaching ability for one of his age, he had endeared himself 
all who knew him. He was a young man of deep piety, showing 
forth the beauty of holiness, both in the pulpit and among his flock. 
His great care for the “lambs of the flock” was remarked by aR.-r*- 
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He was decidedly tlie most universally popular man among children 
we ever knew. His death was triumphant. He often expressed 
himself as willing to die and frequently shouted aloud the praises of 
God. A short time before his death, he called the family around him 
and affectionately bade them farewell, exhorting them to meet him in 
Heaven. His last words were “Thank God I die at my Post.^^

REPORT OF BOARD OF MANAGERS OF TRACT SOCIETY, 



It is a hopeful indication of the times, that the Church is multi- 
plying the agencies, which Providence indicates as great and efficient 
instrumentalities in the spread of Christianity among men. This in- 
crease of these agencies, is evidence of a juster and more* scriptural 
appreciation on the part of the church, of her responsibilities and du- 
ties as they connect her in her plans and enterprises with the gracious 
purposes of God towards the world. A multiplication of the means 
of doing good, denotes the presence and force of a conviction, which 
in its divine workings will generate a zeal, that will ultimately em- 
ploy all the resources at her command, that the perishing may re- 
ceive the word of life. It is a token for good that the idea of progress 
— a real advance upon former efforts, — pervades to some extent our 
councils, projecting larger views which savor of the noble benevolence 
of the Gospel in their seope and aim. These ideas though nolv re- 
stricted to the few, are spreading, agitating here and there pious hearts 
who diffuse the grace they receive, and multiply in many minds that 
holy zeal which propagates itself and appears in a thousand ways of 
usefulness. These plans evince the cheering fact, that the church, 
beginning to contemplate in the light of revelation the great work, 
which in the economy of grace is devolved upon her, is arranging for 
the glorious results, which prophecy reveals as among her destined 
achievements. While it is too true that much remains undone, which 
might and ought long since to have been accomplished, it is undeni- 
ably true, that those contracted views, which were, for so long a time, 
the shame and sin of the church, are giving place to those, which ap- 
proximate somewhat to the spirit of the Gospel, and give assurance 
of still nobler plans for the future. 

Among the auxiliaries to the pulpit, which is the first and most 
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efficient instramentality in tlie salvation of men, we musi regard the 
dissemination of evangelical truth, in hook and tract form, as next 
in importance, in view of its adaptation to the times and the results 
which it can and will produce. The great efficiency of preaching, is 
based upon the momentous verities, which it presses upon- the heart 
and conscience of the hearer, made ready to receive and appreciate 
them by the Spirit of grace and power. These truths, addressed in 
any other form to the mind, and accompanied by the same divine in- 
fluence would prove equally to be the wisdom and power of Grod. — 
However exalted the pulpit, and however woful the consequences 
which would ensue, if it were substituted by any other agency, we 
can but see that it is restricted both as to time and place, and may be 
aided and its influence greatly extended by the circulation of books 
and tracts, in which the same topics are amplifled to a fulness which 
is denied the pulpit, and which can be but profitable and instructive. 
No one can doubt, that religious truth is by virtue of divine appoint- 
ment independent of the mere form and manner of presentation. — 
There belongs to it a mighty power, — a power discerned and felt, 
whether the voice of the living preacher, tremulous with the mighty 
message, falls upon the ear, or the silent page presents the same truth 
to the eye. We would not undervalue preaching, but we greatly 
fear that other modes of achieving the same great results, which a 
faithful ministry ever keeps in view, are but partially apprehended, 
and consequently their extended employment and success are greatly 
embarrassed and restricted. It would be impossible to overstate the 
influence which a religious literature, embracing every department of 
Christian knowledge, would exert upon the world. I<iterature, evan- 
gelized and embodying and presenting in every variety of style the in- 
formation, the motives and appeals of Christian revelation, could not 
fail to become an auxiliary in the highest degree beneficial and effi- 
cient. It would address itself to man in all the multiplied moral 
conditions of the race, soaring with the highest intellects into the re- 
gions of grandest truth, or lead the humblest to that light which shall 
gild their low condition with the glory of immortal hopes. 

The position of the church, with the vast responsibility attaching 
thereto, demands an increase of zeal and effort in this direction. It 
will not do in this age of restless activity, when the world is all astir, 
for the church, with her unlimited resources of money, and men and 
talent to leave any feasible plan of doing good untried. If she does 
less than the best — if she exert not herself to the uttermost, guilt 
lieth at the door. She must not be content to pour a solitary stream 
down into the desert of the world, but unsealing all the fountains of 
grace and knowledge, she should let forth the healing tide, so that if 
any perish, it should be with the waters of life purling in his ear. — 
It is a Bible axiom that the people perish for lack of knowledge. — 
fGnowledge precedes and is essential to the very beginning of the 
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new life. A simple intellectual apprehension of the great doctrines 
of the cross does not necessarily produce a change of heart, or lead to 
a virtuous life. But without this knowledge, virtue has no founda- 
tion, and religion is hut an imposition, cheating the misguided soul 
with an empty substitution of form and all the blazonry of a splendid 
ritual, for those words, which are life and power. The evils of igno- 
rance are ruinous, and palpable in all this land of boasted enlighten- 
ment. We have been practising a delusion upon ourselves, flattering 
enough to our vanity, but misleading our judgment, and leading to 
assumptions false in fact, and embarrassing to our progress. Errors 
are rife in the land, which interpose efiectual barriers to the work 
which God calls us to do, but which lingers, and can but move slowly, 
till these blind eyes are opened and these deaf ears are unstopped. — 
The greatest drawbacks to piety, and all the great enterprises of the 
day will be found upon examination, to lie in the errors which abound 
and the ignorance which prevails. 

It would not be hard to show how erroneous views connected with 
any doctrine or duty, enfeebles the practical influence of Christianity, 
upon the heart and life, and will, so long as they exist, either totally 
destroy, or greatly limit the opportunities of success. It will not an- 
swer, the demand which the world now makes upon the church, that 
a few imperial minds should be thoroughly informed upon those 
questions of morals and doctrines of revelation, which involve in their 
application and development the dearest interests of society. The 
great mass of mind, which after all underlies and makes or mars the 
glory of a nation, should have success to all the information requisite 
to enlightened opinion. If the morning light, which first gilds the 
mountain tops, lingered about these summits, the vales below would 
never resound with the reaper’s cry as he gathered the teeming har- 
vest. Some have imagined, that every valuable purpose is gained if 
a few be enlightened, while the many are but partially supplied with 
the benefits of knowledge. But after all the laudations which extra- 
vagant declaimers have heaped upon worldly science as the true stan- 
dard of refinement and civilization, it will be found that the true in- 
terests of man are subserved, only when such information is difiused as 
adapts itself to the religious^wants of the man. Ignorance among the 
masses, or but partial enligftenment, often opposes and frequently 
triumphs over all the endeavors of the enlightened few. These may 
project the noblest enterprises, and in their foreseeing wisdom gaze 
upon magnificent results, but if the people be ignorant and uninformed, 
their worthy plans are defeated by prejudice, and where so much might 
be achieved nothing is done. 

If the past throws any light upon the future, the conclusion is forced 
upon us, that a literature, sound in sentiment and uneorrupt in ten- 
dency will be furnished alone by the church. As long as men write, 
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and publisli and circulate books for money, so long will they be un- 
concerned as to the influence they send abroad upon society. If a 
book will pay, they will have reached the limit of their concern, in- 
different to the blight of morals, which ensues throughout the land. 
A literature, irreligious, licentious, everywhere abounding, is the curse 
and bane of our times. The foulest sentiments, dressed in all the 
witchery of style, beguile the youth, and rank infidelity disguised and 
attempered by an infernal sorcery, distils its poison upon the heart 
of the unwary reader, and thus forestals every agency for good. Who 
can calculate the evil alrerdy accomplished — morals debauched — taste 
corrupted, and the whole land colonized with candidates for the pit of 
woe. If the young are thus misled and corrupted, who does not 
foresee a manhood, infidel and reckless, and an old age without a hope 
to gild the evening of life ? The evil is palpable, abounding on eve- 
ry side. It increases with every day, and threatens disaster through- 
out all the future. The ruin already accomplished, can but fill the 
pious with mournful regret, and none can look upon the deluge of 
evils which this tide of corruption is to pour upon the future, without 
misgiving and trembling of soul. Who can, without a sigh, look up- 
on the young with heart all a-glow, exposed to the influences which 
this pernicious literature can but exert upon mind and morals ? — 
Captivated by the charms of fancy, and in the delirium of feeling, 
they surrender themselves to the magic of genius, and heed not, hear 
not, the hissing of the serpents, which glide among these flowers, 
whose balmy sweets intoxicate the senses, and lead captive the imagi- 
nation. Some who thus trifle with mind and heart, do it from un- 
controlled fondness for the light vain reading, while others, many 
others, simply because these works fall in their way. You can find 
them anywhere and everywhere cheap, and ready for a purchaser. — 
How it is with the books, which the church endorses, and God blesses 
to the salvation of souls ? Where is the colporteur awaiting the train 
to come, or busy with the one departing ? The man with no motive 
to stir his heart but the most sordid, is always on hand, prepared with 
his piebald assortment to suit any taste but a good one. You can find 
him by day and by night. Nothing hinders him in his gainful work. 
Nor rain, nor sun, nor summer heat, or winter’s cold minds he. His 
traffic goes on, with an importunity that takes no denial, and a success 
that makes the land mourn and the ’pious weep. The children 
of this world are wise, wiser than many who pray for the salvation 
of the world, and strangely and contentedly suffer many precious op- 
portunities to be snatched from their hand, and many an inviting 
field to be pre-occupied by the enemies of God and souls. These 
traders select their time with a knowledge of human nature, that we 
might avail ourselves of, to scatter the seed of life. He meets the 
traveller, worn and wearied by a long and monotonous journey and 
finds many who are ready to read anything, that will beguile the te- 
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ditim of travel and drive dull care away. How many a good book, 
chaste in style, pure and elevating in sentiment, might be introduce’^ 
into circulation and sent abroad upon a mission of incalculable good, 
if we were occupying this field, and always ready to improve these 
constantly occurring opportunities. It is humiliating to confess, that 
others intent only upon gain, have entered before us, and pushed this 
advantage to the uttermost. It were an increase of our guilt, to leave 
them in undisturbed possession, wielding this immense advantage to 
the blight of morals, and the undoing of souls. An agency so potent 
for evil, is equally competent for good. 

If we cannot retrieve the errors of the past, let us at least now be- 
gin the work in good earnest and redeem the future. If infidelity 
prints and calculates her soul-destroying errors, whether in preten- 
tious volumes or learned quarterlies, or in shorter essays, let us count- 
erwork their develish design, by pressing into the service of Chris- 
tianity those facilities which we may control to any extent. The pul- 
pit is well nigh powerless against this mode of attack. Its inefficien- 
cy in this particular, is not attributable as much to lack of strength 
or learning in the ministry, as to the fact, that the range of topics, 
necessarily embraced in the examination and refutation of these peril- 
ous errors, are unsuitable to the mass of hearers, and are far too ex- 
tended to be compressed within the limits of pulpit discourses. The 
preacher can do much; but the press, in this emergency, can do more. 
If genius unmindful of its mission upon earth, prostitutes its splendid 
powers, to dishonor Grod, and discredit revelation, which the Most 
High has attested, let consecrated talent reply, and drawing upon its 
secret place of thunder, overwhelm with unanswerable and unassaila- 
ble argument, the imposing array of reason, which these wicked gain- 
sayers parade, with such show of pomp and strength. 

Leaving the general subject, let us now look, more immediately, 
to our denominational interests and the adaptation of Our peculiar 
system of operation, for disseminating the light and knowledge, which 
the times require. We would not, nor do we design to make any 
disparaging comparison, between ourselves and other branches of the 
< Christian church. It is our duty, however, to study and understand 
our policy — to learn the full extent of our capability, and to push 
whatever advantage our peculiar organization may give us to the far- 
thest limit of usefulness. Our itinerant system penetrating as it 
does every nook and corner of the land, touches society at every point, 
and embraces in its wide-reaching operations, all the multiplied con- 
ditions of humanity. This direct access to society, in all the phases 
which it presents, extends our influence in every direction, and may 
be wielded with immense advantage. We learn the errors that pre- 
vail, and if we felt our responsibilities as we ought in connection 
with our relations to the world, we could in the regular working of 
our ecclesiastical system, supply that knowledge by the distribution 
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of books and tracts which would greatly diminish the present evil 
and open the way for the future and complete triumph of truth. 

There is now raging a conflict of opinion — a clash of views, which 
will bring into question and subject to new and searching examina- 
tion, long and well established principles. This controversy, which 
has now begun, will bring in review, all that is peculiar in denomi- 
national claims, and leave to the contestants, nothing but what they 
can maintain by argument and Scripture. 

Our church polity is assailed, our right to administer the ordinan- 
ces of Christ is denied, and we must retreat ingloriouslyfrom the field 
or earnestly contend for the truth, which our fathers maintained, and 
God signally blessed in a revival of religion, which baptized Method- 
ism as the child of Providence. What are we to do ? What are we 
doing ? Methodism is caricatured, reviled, cast out as evil. Books 
are in circulation, in which the most arrogant and exclusive claims 
are set up as belonging by divine bequest to particular sects. How 
are we to defend ourselves, or expose the falsify of these pretensions ? 
If we are the people of God — if our ministry can exhibit proof of di- 
vine commission — if God’s blessing attends the administration of His 
ordinances as we understand and practice them, let us share it. Let 
us pour light upon the darkness which holds so many in bondage, 
and extort from bigotry itself, the reluctant confession that God is in 
our midst and teaches our hands to war and our fingers to fight. We 
have the books in which our doctrines are explained and defended. 
Let us circulate them, far and wide, and as truth gains upon public 
mind, we will soon have cause to thank God, which always causeth 
us to triumph in Christ, and maketh manifest the savour of his 
knowledge by us in every place.”

IIEPOKT OF THE BOAPD OK MANAGERS OF THE 
MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 



The following statement is compiled from the reports of the various 
missionaries within the bounds of our Conference. 

1. Andrew Chapel — a colored charge in the city of Savannah, 
was served the past year by Rev. L. B. Payne. This work has been 
very prosperous, the congregation steadily increasing, until there is a 
necessity for the erection of an additional house of Woi*ship, to be 
called Capers’ Chapel. The membership is 475, With a flourishing 
Sabbath-school of 90 catechumens. 

2. Striven Colored Mhdon — Rev. David E. Starr, Missionary.—:^ 
This Mission is self-sustaining, and its patrons desire its continuance, 
as a separate charge. It has an aggregate membership of 425, cate- 
chumens 228, and is in every respect prosperous. 

3. Upson Colored Miss' on was in charge, during the past year, of 
Rev. E W. Reynolds, assisted by Rev. M. Hamby. There is a 
good state of religion throughout the work, and about 40 have been 
added during the year. The preacher in charge recommends that 
the mission be united to the circuit, so as to form a single charge. 

4. Ilancoch Mission — Rev. James Jones, Missionary-= — is in a pros- 
perous condition. Membership 350 — on probation 30 — ^catechumens 
150. Its continuance is desired. 

5. Biirhe Colored 3Iissio:i. — Rev. R. J. Harwell was in charge of 
this Mission, and reports it as an interesting Work. It supports the 
missionary, and seems to be growing in the favor of its patrons. — 
It has a membership of 87 6, and about 200 children regularly cate- 
chized. 

6. Forsyth Colored Mission. — This Mission has 8 appointments, a 
membership of 205, and 85 on probation, 120 children also under 
catechetical instruction. It was served by Rev. Morgan Bellah. — 
He advises its continuance. 

7. Colnmhus Colored 3Iission has 630 members in full connexion 
27 on probation — 135 catechumens. Rev. E. N. Boland, missionary, 
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Reports that the mission has improved in spirituality, h\it declined in' 
numbers. 

8. Athens Colored Charge was served by Rev. J. H. Harris. He 
reports it in a good condition with 304 members. 

9. Kingston Mission — Rev. John P. Howell reports 8 appoint- 
ments on the work — 440 members, and more than 1000 catechumens. 

10. Eatonton Colored Mission, Rev. A. M. Thigpen, Missionary. 
There are 508 members in full connexion — 10 on probation. The 
patrons think that the mission may be served by the circuit preacher. 

11. Broad Ricer Mission, served by Rev. N. H. Palmer. The 
membership in full connection 150 — probationers 12 — Missionary 
money raised 8216. 

12. Morganton Mission, — There are 12 appointments in this mis- 
sion, and a membership of 408, Sabbath Schools 2, andAhe ISIissiona- 
ry, Rev. J. Chambers, reports it to be in a flourishing condition. 

13. Columbus Factory was in charge of Ptev. W. W. Tid- 

well, during the past year. It was blessed with a gracious revival, 
and its condition is highly promising. 

14. Murphy Mission lies partly in Greorgiaand partly in Western 
North Carolina — having 20 appointments. It was in charge of Rev. 
J. W. Rrady, assisted by Rev. J. Y. M. Morris during the past j^ear. 
It has 524 white and 15 colored members, and is in an improving 
condition. 

15. Factory Mission — Rev. H. Cranford, Missionary. The num- 
ber of members in full connexion is 125 — probationers 20. There 
are 121 pupils in Sabbath School and 844 have been raised for the 
support of the missionary. 

15. Flint River Mission, Rev. Wyatt Brooks, Missionary. This 
mission was established at the last Conference and has already pros- 
pered abundantly. There are 205 members, and it is thought that 
the mission will be able in future to sustain itself. Its continuance 
is greatly desired. 

17. Clayton Mission was served by Rev. R. H. Waters. The 
number of whites in connexion is 78, on probation 2. The mission- 
ary thinks the prospects are improving. 

18. Fort Valley Mission has been in charge of Rev. James Dun- 
wody, whose labors have been faithful and successful. There are 
5 appointments and an aggregate membership of 263 — 122 children 
have been catechized. 

19. Eli jay Mission, Rev. J. H. Mashburn, Missionary, assisted 
by Rev. S. A. Clark. It has a membership of 717 in full connexion, 
71 on probation. Raised for the support the mission 8146. 

20. Book Out Mission — Rev. E. Payne, Missionary — There are 6 
Sabbath-schools and an aggregate membership of 126. 
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21. Macon City Mission, served by Rev. W. F. Ccok, is reported 
in a promising condition. A Sabbath-school is in successful opera- 
tion, and preparations are making for a commodious house of worship 
■at an early day. 

22. Blairsville Mission, Rev. Gr. Hughes, Missionary — There are 
11 appointments and 607 members — collected for Missions $164. 

23. Cohimhns City Mission has been served for the last 3 months 
by Rev. J. T. Norris. The Sabbath school is large and flourishing; 
a School is also mentioned in good condition in Girard, Alabama, 
and a small society organized of about 20 members. 

24. Starkvilh Mission was established at the last Conference and 
Rev. J. T. Ainsworth appointed to serve it. He reports its pros- 
pects encouraging ; $44,50 raised for the support of the Missionary. 

25. Haralson Mission was left to be supplied by the Presiding 
Elder. It is reported to have a membership of 213 whites and 12 
colored members — 2 Sabbath -schools and 60 scholars. 

36. Jefferson Colored Mission has 79 probationers, and 279 in full 
connexion, and is considered prosperous. 

27. Trinity Colored Mission. This Mission is amongst the color- 
ed population of Augusta, and was served by Rev. L. Q. Allen. It 
has an aggregate membership of 725. 

28. Palmetto Colored Mission was served the last year by a local 
supply, and has an aggregate membership of 140. 

20. Dade Mission was served by Rev. John Strickland, who re- 
ports it to be hirrhly prosperous. Upwards ef 200 have been receiv- 
ed during the year. The missionary thinks that it will in future be 
self- sustaining. 

In presenting the foregoing summary of the missionary operations 
of our own Conference during the past year, the Board of Managers 
deem it a flt time and place to urge upon our ministry and member- 
ship, the necessity of increased devotion to the cause of missions, 
both foreign and domestic. True, we are in the midst of a monetary 
crisis, that has affected and will continue to affect all the financial in- 
terests of the Church, but this, unless we are prepared to abandon 
fields of usefulness upon which we have already entered, should only 
render us the more earnest in our appeals. To no class of Christians 
ought this appeal to come with more power than to those who com- 
pose our own branch of the church of Christ. The venerable Foun- 
der of the Methodist Societies was himself a missionary — his early 
coadjutors were truly Apostolic men — ready to preach the gospel 
wherever and whenever they found an open and effectual door. 

The spirit of those holy men has left its indelible impress upon 
the economy of Methodism — making every Methodist Society, by its 
very constitution, a missionary society. 

If we add to these considerations the obligations that we as a 
church, have, time and again assumed, we are manifestly bound to

be active in the promotion of the missionary enterprise. That enter- 
prise, it is well known, is yet in its infancy, but through the Divine 
blessing it has already christianized large portions of our globe and 
reclaimed hundreds of thousands from the most brutal savageism and 
the control of the most abject and disgusting superstitions. An en- 
terprise, to which Heaven has so visibly set the broad seal of its ap- 
probation, commends it self to the cordial appreciation of every en- 
lightened Christian, and needs no special pleading and none of the 
arts of a questionable advocacy — to secure the favor of the philanthro- 
pist. 

In this connexion it becomes an interesting inquiry, whether the 
Southern Methodist Church is doing its part in the great work of 
spreading scriptural holiness through our own country — and in dif- 
fusing the light of Christian truth through the ungospelized wilds 
of heathendom. If we survey one department of this great field of 
moral culture, that of Domestic Missions, we find abundant reasons 
for self gratulation. The Domestic Mission field is indeed almost 
left to our exclusive occupancy. Here we have no successful rival 
— and right nobly have our Missionaries toiled for the moral enlight- / 
enment of the Indian, the negro and poor neglected white man. ' 

In reference however to another interesting branch of this great 
work — that of Foreign Missions, we, as a church, have reason to 
confess and bewail our short comings. With the single exception of 
our mission at Shanghai, itself feebly sustained, we are doing literal- 
ly nothing for the extension of Christianity in those regions that lie 
beyond the boundaries of Christian civilization. While other church- 
es are bearing the heat and burden of ehe day we “stand all the day 
idle.” While others are putting forth the mightiest elForts, we are 
lapped in inglorious ease. May not this neglect of an obvious duty 
account for the comparative coldness and apathy which pervade the 
church ? Can we either claim or expect the blessing of God upon 
our own souls, when we manifest so little concern for the multitudes 
who are not only ready to perish, but who are every day, actually 
perishing by hundreds and thousands in these dark, pagan lands ? 

We do not charge this neglect of the foreign field, to any unwil- 
lingness on the part of the Central Missionary Board of the church, 
to enlarge the sphere of our missionary operations. For years past, 
they have been ready to occupy Central and South America — a most 
inviting field ; want of zealous co-operation on the part of the laity 
has prevented this important movement. As things at present stand, 
so far from extending their operations, there is no alternative left 
the Board, but an utterly bankrupt treasury or a large reduction of 
the amount heretofore appropriated. To meet, then, this exigency 
in our missionary affairs, there must be greater exertion on the part 
of the ministry, greater self denial on the part of the membership j 
in fine, a more thorough conseecration of ourselves and our substance 
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to God. This, and this only, is needed to swell the missionary re- 
ceipts to an extent commensurate with the legitimate wants of the 
enterprize, and place the 31, E. Church, South, in the front rank of 
missionary churches. ^ 

From these general considerations we turn to a more particular 
notice of the duties and obligations of the Georgia Conference. Are 
we not brethren, guilty of a great delinquency ? For years past our 
missionary collections have hardly kept pace with our expenditures. 
During a portion of that period, we have actually been pensioners 
upon the general treasury. For a few years, not a dollar did we pay 
towards the extinguishment of the missionary debt, not a dime for 
the support of Foreign Missions. It matters little that in the mean- 
while we contrived to sustain a few missions to the colored people 
within our own bounds. Our charity should never be hemmed in 
by State lines, but should embrace all for whom Christ died. Let 
us then, brethren, with God’s help, do hettter. Our noble State is 
confessedly unequalled in all the elements of political and commer- 
cial greatness, and her Conference should, in like manner, be fore- 
most in every Christian enterprise. We should not be satisfied with 
a less honorable position in our sisterhood of Conferences. To secure 
this position, something more is required than mere paper resolutions. 
We have had a “quantum sufficit” of these, in the past. They have 
accomplished nothing, and were we to continue to write and vote them 
to the end of time, they would still accomplish nothing. There must 
be action, and the time for that action has now arrived. Let us, who 
are here present, give a fresh impetus to this cause by our contribu- 
tions, and then this anniversary meeting will be long remembered as 
the inauguration of a brighter and better era in the history of the 
Georgia Conference 3Iissionary Society.

REPORT OE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 

, ' The “Committee on Education” beg to submit the following : 

The numerous educational Institutions, in successful operation, 
under the fostering care of the Georgia Conference is a matter of 
just gratulation to the friends of sanctified learning. Your Commit- 
tee do not propose, at this late day, to argue the policy of establishing 
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an intimate alliance between education and religion. The results of 
experience a^ developed in the history of our own operations in this 
important enterprise have sufficiently vindicated its wisdom. The 
blessing of God has so signally crowned cur efforts that we can no longer 
doubt as to duty, or halt in our onward progress. e do not feel 
called upon, therefore, at this time, to do anything more than sub- 
mit to the Conference a condensed statement of the condition and 
wants of our schools and colleges, as may it be gathered from the va- 
rious reports which have been referred to the Cpmmittee. 

Emory College, we are happy to report, continues to grow in 
public favor, and increase in patronage. Its high character for lite- 
rary and moral culture is still maintained unimpaired- It has been 
again visited during the past year with a gracious revival. The 
strong hold it has upon the confidence of the public is encouragingly 
evinced by the constantly increasing number ot its pupils ; and it is 
now believed to be much more largely patronized than any other sim- 
ilar Institution of our State. An ample endowment is all that is 
now needed to make it everything that its friends can desire. To 
accomplish this object a faithful agent has been laboring for the last 
two years, but with what success your committee are not advised. — 
The Board of Trustees request his services for another year. We 
hope our preachers will heartily co-operate with the agent, and use 
their influence to induce our people to send their sons to Emory. 

The Wesleyan Female College, long and favorably known as 
the oldest institution of the kind in our country, is in a high state of 
prosperity. It is free from all pecuniary embarrassment, and with its 
halls crowded to overflowing, it is demanding more ample room for 
its large and increasing patronage. To extend its accommodations 
it was resolved by the Trustees to erect a large and tasteful chapel 
and to carry out their design an agent from your body was engaged 
during the year in collecting funds. He reports as received in cash 
and subscriptions about $9,000. 

The preliminary arrangements which were adopted at our last ses- 
sion for the purchase of the LaGrange Female College have 
been consummated, and the College is now the property of the Con- 
ference. To meet the liabilities incurred in the purchase, an agent 
has been laboring during the year to raise subscriptions. He reports 
in cash and subscriptions $6,891. Beliable promises $1200. Total, 
say $8000. 

The Board of Trustees request the appointment of an agent for 
the coming year. We trust that their request will be granted ; and 
that with a suitable agent in the field, we may confide in the liberali- 
ty of our people and their devotion to the educational interests of the 
Church to meet the heavy liabilities we have incurred in the pur- 
chase of the College. The College building is an imposing granite 
structure, located in the midst of beautiful and extensive grounds, 
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and provided with all the fixtures which are needed to make it one of 
the first female institutions in the land. It has been largely patron- 
ized during the past year. 

Madison Female College, though not the property of the Con- 
ference, is one of our most cherished and popular institutions. We 
learn by the report of the visiting committee that the annual exami- 
nation was rigid and critical, and evinced such thoroughness of pre- 
paration as to satisfy the committee that the course of sudy and meth- 
od of instruction pursued at Madison are well fitted to develope the 
female mind. We are happy to add that here, as in our other schools, 
special attention is paid by the professors to the religious training of 
the young ladies committed to their charge. The Rev J. H. Echols, 
who for several years has presided over it, has fJt constrained to re- 
sign his post. Much as we may regret the loss of his valuable servi- 
ces, the College will not be likely to suffer when it is known that his 
place has been supplied by one so competent, experienced and well 
tried as the Rev. James L. Pierce. 

The Cassville Female College is a new and promising institu- 
tion. From its location in the northern section of our State, and in 
the midst of a large, enterprising and intelligent population, we may 
confidently anticipate for it a successful and useful career. It asks 
no endowment, and only requests the counsels, sympathies and 
prayers of the Conference. 

Andrew Ffmale College is favorably located in the South- 
West section of Gra. It has heretofore been greatly hindered by pe- 
cuniary embarrassments ; but we report with great pleasure, that 
through the munificence of a few generous friends it is now entirely 
relieved, and has started anew under the most encouraging auspices. 
Well ofl&cered, healthfully situated, and commanding a wide area of 
country from which to draw patronage, we may safely predict for it 
a prosperous career. 

•From Griffin Female College the report is gratifying and en- 
couraging. Arrangements have been made to free it from pecuniary 
embarrassments, and provide it with a well selected library. Nearly 
all its pupils are professors of religion. It enjoys a liberal patronage, 
and the fullest confidence of the community in which it is located. 

CoLLINSWORTH INSTITUTE is a school for the education of males. 
‘ The visiting committee complain, and we fear with justice, that it has 
not received the support and encouragement which its importance 
and capacity for usefulness demand. We heartily unite with the 
committee in recommending it to the favorable consideration of the 
.church and preachers in the section in which it is located. 

A communication from the Principal of the Cherokee Female 
Institute, gives us no account of the present condition of the Insti- 
tute ; but states that at the request of the Board of Trustees, he has 
t consented to act as agent, as far as other engagements would permit, 
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provided the Conference should concur in the appointment, and also, 
asks the Conference to send a proper man as Teacher to supply the 
vacancy occasioned by hisresip^nation. We think, however, that the 
meagre information furnished does not warrant the Conference in 
concurring in the appointment of an agent, but recommend the Bish- 
op to appoint Rev. R. F. Jones, as Principal of that Institution. — 
We r-: commend the adoption of the Allowing resolutions. 

1. That the Colleges and Schools under our care be recommended 
to the patronage of the members and friends of our Church. 

2. That those of them that need aid or endowment be commended 
to the liberality of the friends of education throughout the Conference. 

3. That the Conference recommend to the Presiding Bishop to 
appoint W. J. Parks, agent for Emory College; and also to appoint 
Agents for the Wesleyan Female and LaGrange Colleges. 

4. Resolved, That hereafter the visiting committees to the Col- 
leges ahd Schools under our care be appointed by the Faculty of the 
several Institutions ; and that the Conference look to the Board of 
Trustees fot an annual report.
